The prototype car, expected to |} 


establish a national trend in rapid 
transit vehicle design, is’ present- 
ly on display at Diablo test track 
in Concord. “It will be shown for 
a week at each of the following 
locations: Oakland. City Hall 
Plaza, 14th and Broadway, Sept, 
23 (Thursday) through Sept. 29; 
Southland Shopping Center, Hay- 
ward, October 1 (Friday) through 
Oct. 6; El Cerrito Plaza, Oct. 8 
(Friday) through Oct. 12; Union 
Square, San Francisco, Oct. 14 
(Thursday) through Oct. 24. 

Viewing hours will be from 10 
a.m. to 8 p.m. A brief ceremony 
will be held at noon on the day. 
of the car’s arrival at each new 
site. A BART community rela- 
tions officer will be on hand to 
answer questions about the car 
and the Bay Area's rapid transit 
system now under construction. 

The car is being moved to the 
four central locations along each 
of the vapid transit lines, Stokes 
said, to give all residents of the 
District an opportunity to con- 
veniently inspect and evaluate 
the vehicle that will soon be car- 
rying Bay Area passengers.

One very important ae of the 
fire service is pre-planning. This 
very rule should apply to the 
householder with regard to fire 
safety and the protection of his 
family in the event of an emer- 
gency. The householder should 
prepare himself before the emer- 
gency arises and prepare to cope 
with the situation intelligently. 
Mamy persons trapped, have man- 
aged to save their lives because 
they understood what to do in 
case of fire. 

A good pre-plan of escape from 
the home in case of fire is some- 
thing that should be practiced by 
all. Periodic drills by the fam- 
ily will familiarize every one with 
what to do and how to do-it prop- 
erly. 

The Fire Department suggests 
a few rules for you and what 
you should do. First figure out 
two possible routes to the ground 
from every room in the house, 
especially the bedrooms. Hold 
actual fire drills, until every 
member of the family knows just 
what to do. Learn the location 
of the fire alarm box nearest 
your home. Post the telephone 
number of the fire department 
near your phone. Remember this 
important rule—it can save your 
life: If you smell smoke, do not 
rush out into the hallway. 

First, make this important test. 
Place the palm of your hand 
against the door. If the door 
feels hot, that hallway is already 
filled with deadly heated gases. 
Keep the door closed! Use anoth- 
er escape route, or wait at a win- 
dow for rescue. Arouse people 
by shouting. If there's a tele- 
phone in the room, use it to call 
the fire department immediately. 

If the door does not feel hot, 
open it slightly, bracing it with 
your foot and turning your head 
away. Pass your hand across the 
opening. If the air seems cool, 
it should be safe to enter the 
hall. : 

After making certain that ev- 
eryone is safely out, call the fire 
department before attempting to 
put the fire out. Concentrate on 
getting the fire engines there in 
a hurry because little fires be- 
com: big fires within a matter of 
minutes. Close doors behind you 
as you leave the house. 

These few simple rules may 
save your life.
